1. Xt is understood that the State Department has personnel who are 
stationed at various embassies throughout the world, who are trained in 
the maintenance of cryptographic machines, and who Make regularly sched- 
uled visits to other embassies in their areas for the purpose of perforat- 
ing preventive maintenance. the Department of the Amy has a program 
under may to provide all Military Attaches with cipher machines similar 
to those used by the State Department. These machines, although essential 
to Military Attache oopsem! cations, will not be given a great deal of use 
in the course of a year. Thus, mechanical failures should be kept to a 
minimum* 

2. Xn view of the existence of established maintenance schedules 
within the State Department, and the relative esse of entry and diplomatic 
privileges accorded State Department technicians, it Is believed that tbs 
moat efficient and economical maintenance arrangement possible for the 
Military Attaches la to have them included on the smlntenanoe schedules 

I of the State Department. Therefore, it is requested that, when convenient, 

the State Department teohnlolans include the maintenance of Military Attache 
oryptographio machines in those locations where the State Department has 
oryptographio machines. ' .
